tion. And, as our contemporary remarks, 
it may well be so, seeing that Japan is 
known to have intentions with regard to 
that the more violent 
party, not content with ‘holding ‘Port 
Arthur, is anxious to “annex the whole 
territory from the Yalu to Shanhaikwan. 
Such an occupation would be more than 
distasteful to Russia, who looks upon her- 
self ns the next heir, in case of China being 
unable to succeed to the inheritance, and 
it is not unlikely that China would consider 
the loss of dignity less, did she yield an 
accession willingly to Russia, than to have 
it torn from her by Japan. Meanwhile, the 
same Inability to comprehend the issue of

Nearly 
all the papers speak of Li Hunc-cuana in 
better terms than formerly, and he is no 
longer reviled or stigmatized a‘ pollticlan 
anid diplomatic rogue,” whose object is" to 
induce European Powers to intervene be- 
tween China and Japan as peace-makers,” 
The vernacylar pepers advance nothing 
new with regard to the terms of peace, 
The Mainchz, an admittedly infuentlal dail: P 
believes that the Chinese Court gave ti 
full powers to negotiate with the Japanese 
‘Commissioners as regards the indepen- 
dence of Korea, the payment of a war 
indemnity, and the cession of a portion of 
territory. With respect to” Korean Inde- 
pendence, the Progresslonist organ Is of 
opinion that it cannot, properly speaking, 
constitute’a condition-of peace, seeing that 
Korea was virtually independent long 
before the war broke out. According to the 
Mainichi, the opinion that, should China 
declare her inability to cede any’ portion 
of her territory, an enormous indem- 
nity may be demanded and Its payment 
secured ‘by material guarantees, finds 
favour with a large section of the Japanese 
nation. Against that view our contem- 
porary enters a warm protest, ridiculing 
its advocates as blind to the prolific germs 
of foreign Interference which It embodies ;

MR. VON NANNEKEN, 

When the English attempt to bring about 
European action in favour of peace Ins October 
last had failed, the Peking Governmont feeling 
(teelf at its wits! end applied direct to von 
Hanneken, who was summoned by. Imperial 
Decree to Peking. Prince Kang and the 
Tsungll Yamen asked him what conld ba done 
to retrieve the position. Whether they bad any- 
thing more tn thelr mind than immediate help 
to defend Shanbaikwan or Peking Is uncertain, 
bat von Hanneken took the opportunity of 
layfng themllitary situation In ite nakedness 
before them, and-told them that nothing less 
.than a new. organisation of the Army on the 
Fusopean or Javanese medel would be of the 
elightest use. He named 100,009 men as the 
mintorum with some 2,000 foreign officers, and 
said it should be under the direct orders of the 
Imperfal Government, and not of any provincial 
authorilles, The Ministers assented and asked 
von Haoneken {f he would undertake such a 
task, and he agreed on crrialn conditions. His 
conditions were granted, and he began ‘making 
preparations for carrying out the scheme. Bat 
in the meantime Sheng Taotal whose great 
business 1s to put spokes In other people's wheels, 
telegraphed to the Peking Government that he’ 
could do the job at one-third of the cost In men 
and money. ¢ Peking Government, to whom 
the whole {dea of reorganisiog the army was une 
congenial, allowed themselves to be scared by the 
representations-made to them by varlous Chinese 
officials, some of whom reminded the Govern- 
ment strongly of the treachery of General 
Burgevine, and the Government falled (o folfil, 
the conditlons under which General von Han- 
neken undertook the reform scheme. Alter 
waltlog three months ta g've them time to settle 
what policy they meant to follow with regard to 
the army, von Hanneken, findlog they were not 
prepared to vive the necessary ‘support to any 
comprehensive acheme which required Forelgn 
Alrection, formally sesigned’h{s commission. In 
the meantime certain provisional arrangements 
had been made for the eveniur) carrying out of 
the scheme, and a@ few, Foretgn officers were 
edgeged, some of whom were employed on 
cert fs preliminary services during the winter 
travelling over the provinces of Chibil and 
making topograpbical notes and such like, These 
gentlemen, {t fs understood, have been paid off.

Me. Detring’s position and proceedings are 
plain-enough to any one who regaids them 
through an achromatic medium, bat to those who 
can concelye nothing pure or loyal tn human 
actlon the commonest things assume grotesque 
and fantastic shapes, Thus to jaundiced and 
jealous eyes Mr. Detring figures as an imposible 
Macchiavellf, ‘or clumsy Mephistopheles, no 
matter what he does-or leaves undone,

| a deep and crafty design {nit, and for months 


thereafter the newspapers, or a section of them, 
are filled with venomous innuendoes and much 
personal abuse. When he gets or takes leave 
of absence from officlal datles he {s represented 
as uoder the ban of his chief, and the 
Ittle world of detractors chucklo and rub 
thelr hands at bis downfall. When. he 
resumes his duties they chuckle again and pay 
“Ab there Is an end to bis ambitious schemes,” 
When these basy-bodics predict a ‘certaln 
course of what they deem villlany and the 
event turos out differently, they are not the least 
abashed, but ‘say no matter, we know hls heart 
wan full of evil designs; he was palpitatiog to 
doit, all the’ same.” Obviously It would be 
imposalble to please critics of this varfabillty of
